(cssion. The city that expi-ctH to he 
oil the commercial or industrial maii 
must have an organization that is 
working for iu interests and advertis- 
ing its advantages Just as a manufac- 
Mirint; i)lani or a merchant advertisea 
^vhat they have to sell. 

Chamber of Commerce is now the 
(>i';;anizi-i| tueans of civic expression 
o: a community. .Nothing involving 
the interests of a city or its people 
should be considered too large to be 
tackled, nor anything too small to de- 
mand its attention. 

"Public sentiment needs to l>e de- 
veloped to bring about commimlty de- 
velopments The size e.f the town hss 
nothing to do with it. It is the spirit 
of the oommnnfty that coants. 

"The city that cxpect.s to attract new 
industries must first make itself at- 
tracUve. While proximity to certain 
raw materials ami transportation fa- 
cilities for marketing finished pro- 
ducts naturally attract the manufac- 
turer, proper civic conditions, such a8 
good housing, moderate rents, good 
and plentiful water supply, education- 
al faciUtles, good atreets and side- 
walks, and piarka and playgrounds are 
necessary to attract and hold desir- 
able labor— and labor is really the 
lergest eqoatloa in the expense or suc- 
cess of a manufacturing business and. 
Indirectly, iu the welfare and success 
of any community. 

"The city that has the •smile-— th;- 
smile of civic improvement and con- 
sideration for its people, is the city 
tbat attracu the Industries. In fact, 
many a new pkint has kicated In a 
city with such attractions, even when 
it involved a sUgbtly higher coot of 
asserabUng raw nateriala, and might 
be a little further away from the hirg- 
er markets. 

"Your Chamber of Commerce is to 
he your civic improvenii-nt— your town 
<li velopment association. It is not to 
be a charitable organisation. But a 
business institution, and should be run 

It should 

u'eejit membership only from those 
who believe la themselves and their 
own .and in th^ town's Improvement 
'it::,niAition. the Chamber of Com- 

njerce. 

•There ia moaey and profit, and 

dollars and cents in the get-together 
movement, it pays. Pays the town. 
Pays everybody in It. Ifakea bigger 
business better, and better business 
bigger. It means organization, effi- 
< ienc\. The taking up of slack, the 
weeding out of waste, the pitching off 
of the dead load. It stands for an 
awakened public conscience. It, 
means conciliation. That the city of 
get-together haa found itself. Ener- 
gies wasted iu opposition an- con- 
verted to «lynamic forces iu a com- 
mon cause. Harnessed to utility 
brought to doing instead of undo- 
ing." ^ 

Mr Chaffee also explained in detail 
the fundamenUls of a strong, well- 
organised Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr Chaffee then called for volun- 
t<er8 to enlist with the campaign 
committee In securing members and 
several expressed their williuKuess to 
help.

A 
later report from .McCreary county, 
which is declared to be official, says 
the official vote is 1,47» for Morrow 
and 263 for Stanley, a gain of 180.

cow weighing one thousand pounds 
will require about one pnund of pro- 
tein a day in a maintenance ration, 
and one producing from thirty to 
forty pounds of milk a day will re- 
quire from one and one-fourth to one 
and three-foorths pounds additional, 
or a total of from two and ono^Oarth 
to two and three-fourtha pounds a 
day. Our dairy business, especially 
in the East, has been developed large- 
ly upon a basis of cheap protein 
foods; and as a result many dairymen 
hava been baying and feeding too 
many pratata eoaaeatratsa. tor ttio 
purpose of t^l'y'rt'rf a large flow of 
milk. 

Some dairymen are feeding each 
cow daily from eight to ten pounds 
of gluten and other higbly-eoncen- 
trated protein feeda: but It ia my 
Judgmant that they are B Mklag a mis- 
take and cannot obtain profitable re- 
sults in the pail or by added fertility 
In the manure heap. 

Our farm crops, clover and timothy
